Welfare Scheme Revision 


| A new proposal, in preliminary form, 
| providing for revision of California’s 
| social welfare and relief prectices, will 
be presented to the Tax Committee and 
the Sacramento Valley Council of the 
State Chamber of Commerce, at a meet- 
ing in Sacramento, at the Hotel Sen- 
ator, Friday. J. L. Nagle, chairman and 
regional director, will preside 

The new plan considers grants for 
old age, blind and orphan aid, unem- 
ployment relief, and the county in- 
digent problem, and provides for defi- 
nite financial contributions on the part 
of the state and counties. The 28 in- 
itiatives already titled by the Attor- 
ney General will be considered, with 
particular attention devoted to the ini- 
tiative proposing the repeal of the sales 
tax and the establishment of the single 
tax. It is reported that under the pro- 
visions of the single tax, common prop- 
erty taxes in the Sacramento Valley 
would increase 79.8 per cent the first 
year of its application. 

The Highway Committee will con- 
sider flood damages to major high- 
ways throughout the district, and the 
initiative providing for a salaried High- 
way Commission, and other pertinent 
changes of functions of the Division of 
Highways. ' 

The Agricultural Committee will con- 
sider farm labor from several view- 
points, and will discuss the President’s 
proposal for reorganization of the U.

CHIP CRASHED 
NEAR PORT 


Wreckage Found By Navy Craft 
Ending 22-Hour Search For 
South Seas Survey Plane

PAGO PAGO, Tutuila Island, (iP) — 


The wreckage of the Pan-American 
Airways Samoan Clipper, missing 22 
hours on an initial commercial flight 
between Honolulu and New Zealand, 
was found early today, 14 miles north 
of this mid-Pacific harbor by the navy 
minesweeper Avocet. 

WASHINGTON, (iP—Juan J. Trippe, 
president of Pan-American Airways, re— 
vealed the air line has received infor- 
mation that the Samoan Clipper 
caught fire and fell in flames while 
trying to return to Pago Pago after 
discovery of a leaking oil line. Captain 
Edwin C. Musick and the six others 
of the crew had perished, it was said. 

MAIDEN TRIP 

PAGO PAGO (lP—The Samoan Clip— 
per was carrying the first load of air 
express from the United States to Aus= 
tralia.. It was a new route, pioneered 
last month by Capt. Musick, and the 
operators had not yet obtained author= 
ity to carry passengers or mail. 

The others aboard were: Capt. C. G. 
Sellers, first officer; P. S. Brunk, jun- 
ior flight officer; F. J. McLean, navi- 
gator; J. W. Stickrod, first engineer- 
ing officer; J. A. Brooks, assistant en- 
gineering officer, and T. J. Findley, 
radio operator. 

All were veterans in the service, and 
Capt. Musick was considered the ables& 
pilot of them all, He has flown more 
than 1,Q00,000 miles. Thousands of them 
over urfexplored and dangerous oceam 
routes into which Pan American e%=- 
tended its far-reaching service.

(Continued trom Puge 1) 
was regarded by all airmen as a flying 
laboratory. 

It was a Sikorsky monoplane, with 
four motors each generating 800 horse- 
power. Larger than the original clip- 
pers, sharp-bowed with a deep v-bot- 
tomed hull, it was particularly adapted 
to landing and rising from the sea. It 
could carry 22% tons of cargo 163 
miles an hour for 3,500 miles without 
stopping. It could be lifted off the open 
sea in less than 20 seconds with a full 
load. 


The wing spread was 118 feet, the 
hull 66 feet long and divided into seven 
compartments each an independent 
bulkhead section and any two of them 
could keep the entire plane afloat. 

There are four bases on the Califor-
